[William Drew Washburn was born at Liver- 
more, Androscoggin County, Me., Jan. 14, 1881. 
His parents, Israel and Martha, née Benjamin, 
were lineal descendants of the old Mayflower 
stock; the Benjamin family were of Scottish ex- 
traction. Until the age of 20 he lived on the 
farm with his father, and attended school win- 
ters: he studied at Gorman Academy, also at 
South Paris, and finally completed his prepara- 
tory studies at Farmington Academy. Ia 1854 he 
graduated from Bowdoin College, having taught 
winters and worked vacations to.defray his ex- 
penses. During one of these vacations he was 
Clerk in the House. of Representatives 
under Gen. Collum. After graduating he studied 
law. and was admitted to the bar in 1857. The 
same year he went to Minne@polis and was ap- 
pointed agent of the Minneapolis Mill Company, 
in which he afterwards became a partner.

WISH THE MEN DISCHARGED. 

For several days a Chicago morning paper 
has been demanding that Mayor Roche shall 
dismiss from the city’s service Police In- 
spector John Bonfieid, Capt. Michael 
Schaack, and Detective Jacob Loewenstein on 
the strength of charges made against them 
in the paper in question. Not content with 
appeais made through the paper two of its 
representatives have made personal appeals 
to the Mayor for the discharge of the officers 
named, or at least tbeir suspension pending 
the investigation of the charges made 
through the trial of a suit for libel brought 
by the police officers against the editors of 
the paper. 

Une of those representatives, John J. 
Flinn, called on the Mayor yesterday and 
repeated the demand. The Mayor said that 
it would be most improper for him to dismiss 
or suspend officers until after charges against 
them had been made in tne regalar way. No 
charges had been made against Bonfield, 
Schaack, ana Loewenstein except in the 
newspaper represented by Mr. Flinn. 
Charges should be formally presented in 
writing before he could consider them in ac- 
cordance with the rules of the Police De- 
partment, and those charges should be sup- 
ported by strong prima facie evidence before 
his faith in the integrity and efficiency of the 
officers complained against couid be shaken. 
However, in order to meet fairly and square- 
ly the demands of Mr. Flinn and his paper 
the Mayor made a proposition which will be 
best explained in the Mayor’s own statement 
to 4 TRIBUNE reporter last evening: 

MAYOR ROCHE’S PROPOSAL. | 

“I told Mr. Flinn,” the Mayor said, that 
if he would present his charges I would sub- 
mit them for examination to a committee 
consisting of the leading Republican member 
of the Council, Ald.

Calvin 8. Brice of Ohio has another rainbow 
in view and has already begun his chase of 
it. Mr. Brice has not abandoned his am- 
bition to be a great man, and his recent con- 
solatory sojourn at the White House was not 
wholly given up to sentiment. President 
Cleveland has taken some interest in the 
political future of his late campaign man- 
ager and has promised to do what little he 
can toward the furtherance of Mr. Brice’s 
scheme. The rainbow chaser wants to be 


a United States Senator irom Ohio, to suc- 


ceed Payne, and has already begun opera- 
tions. Mr. Payne has graciously consented 
to forego the vindication of @ reélection, con- 
cluding to retire on account of kis age. 
Though still a lively and chipper old man, he 
can not reasonably expect to go on forever, 
and he wili be 8f if he lives to the expiration 
of his term. Editor John R. McLean of Cin- 


cinnati has also agreed to stand aside and a 
clear field is thus left for the ambitious 


Mr. Brice. The Legisiature to be elect- 
ed this year will choose the next Sen- 
ator and the Democrats profess to have great 
hopes of electing a majority. With Camp- 
bell for Governor and Brice for Senator they 
will run acampaign similar to the remarka- 
ble one which sent Payne here four years 
ago. Afriendof Brice, in speaking of this 
phase of the matter.a day or two since, open- 
ly boasted of the success which was sure to 
attend the contempiated use of money on the 
Payne plan. That was the best Senatorial 
fight ever made in this country,” said he; 
** $650,000 of cola cash was used, but nobody 
was bribea. Oliver Payne, Col. Thompson, 
and Davia Paige managed it, and this in the 
way they put the money out: Before the 
legislative nominations were made they went 
into every district in the State and picked 
out a man to make the run.

After this frank avowal by a man who is 
associated with Brice in both business and 
politics, and who is a man of some prom- 
inence in his State, perhaps the Democrats 
will not have so much to say about Brice’s 
purity during the last campaign and his ab- 
horrence of the use of money in elections. 

THEY HAVE IT LN FOR HILL. 

The White House program is of greater 
scope than the ambition of Mr. ooh | rain- 
bow chaser, and the State of Ohio. It em- 
braces the next Presidential nomination of the 
Democracy. Cleveland, Whitney, Brice, and 
others have already begun maneuvering to 
beat Gov. Hill out the prize on which he 
has set his heart and for which he began 
bidding oy, before the downfall of Cleve- 
land. The Western and Southwestern Dem- 
ocrats are with tne Cleveland faction in this 
and say Hillisan impossibility. Itis along 
ways ahead to talk of the si- 
dential politics of 1892, but it is 
interesting to note how the Demo- 
crats are already dividing in factions and 
making the future absolutely hopeless for 
themselves. The high tariff wing of Democ- 
racy, led by Hiil’s personal organs in New 
York, are patting on the back the Southern 
Democrats who are in favor of the repeal of 
the Internal Revenue laws. Whitney is getting 
ready to contest the New York delegation 
with him, and ex-Gov. Gray of Indiana is 
coming up out of the West like a young 
Lochinvar with a Senatorial scalp at his belt 
and hoping to receive the support of the 
West and South against the saloon candidate 
of New York. Cleveland himself is not 
wholly without ambition for 1892, and a 
curious story, which comes from Democratic 
sources, is to the effect that in his last mes- 
sage to Congress he tried to sound an anti- 
Hill keynote on the tariff and threw ont that 
une on the seventh President of the United 
States—the soldier and statesman and at ail 
times the firm and brave friend of the peo- 
ple, the protector of popular rights, and 
champion of true American citizenship,” as 
a sop to the Jacksonions who had become 
disgusted with mugwumpery and Cleveland- 
ism. In the lightof this allegea ambition we 
find explanation of the recent bitter attacks 
of the Hill organs of New York on the un- 
fortunate man of destiny, and in the whole 
business is seen the best of reasons why the 
restoration should be of long curation. 

Meauwhile Republicans are congratulating 
themselves on the bright outlook in Dela- 
ware, Virginia, West Virginia, and Tennes- 
see, and tne great promise of the new States. 
They are coagratulating themselves, too, on 
the fact that the incoming President is so 
thoroughly 3 for his duties. Senator 
Cullom says t is often talked.of in Sena- 
torial circles, where comparisons are 
frequently made between Cleveland and Har- 
rison. Cleveland came down here an ordi- 
nary country lawyer who had never tried in 
court a half dozen cases of importance, and 
who had as his chief merit that sort of a men- 
tal constitution which makes referees 
out of old fellows up in New England, men 
who are generally looked upon as good hands 
to settle neighvorhood disputes with no end 
of painstaking and fairness. He Knew little 
of National politics, knew nothing of fhter- 
national law or intercourse, littie or nothing 
of the constitutional and governmental tradi- 
tions of the country. Asa judgeof men he 
was a mere child, with a man’s stubborn- 
ness. He took three men from the Senate 
who were almost certain to be failures in a 
Cabinet and four nobodies from the outside 
who had never been known to the country, 
and all of whom, with one exception, Secre- 
tary Whitney, have been failures.

HERR MOST AND THE ARBEITER BUND. 

That unclean Anarchistic ruffian, Herr 
Most, appears to be ina pickle. The.mem- 
bers of the Arbeiter Bond of New York, an 
association of aliens or un-Americanized for- 
eigners, aiso Anarchists, whom he has been 
instructing in the art of killing peopie and 
who have met to receive his tuition under 
our glorious right of free speech and free as- 
semblage, have publicly denounced him for 
lukewarmness, dereliction of duty, and trea- 
son to their sacred cause, and have even 
gone 80 far as to intimate that he is a proper 
subject for assassination. 

The grounds for this falling out are pecul- 
iarly Anarchistic. The members do not al- 
lege that Herr Most has washed himseif. On 
the contrary, he is just as dirty as he ever 
was. They do not allege that he has taken 
to wearing a clean shirt Sunday, as the most 
radical member of the Arbeiter Bund cannot 
boast a filthier garment. They do not even 
accuse him of lapsing from Anarchistic grace. 
On the contrary, he still believes in the right 
of killing other people for not believing as 
he does and demolishing the monster Society 
for standing in the way of his millennium. 
But they claim that as his paper, the J’ reihrit, 
bas brought him in considerably more than 
is necessary for his living and liquor he has 
grown lazy and does not prociaim their blood- 
thirsty doctrines with his oldtime zeal, when 
he was ii-ted and hungry, and that he does 
not advocate killing other people as freely as 
of yore. Worse than this even, now that he 
has a surplus on hand, he refuses to obey the 
fundamental doctrines of their fraternal 
order by dividing it up as trinkgeld among 
the rest of his associates. For these reasons 
they denounce him, and, if we can believe 
Herr Most, at one of their meetings, the right 
to hold which is guaranteed by the biessed 
doctrine of “free speech and free assem- 
blage, they openly menaced him with assas- 
sination. | 

In this emergency, as might naturally be 
expected, Herr Most, who ali his life has ad- 
vocated Killing other people, objects to being 
killed himself, and applies to the minions of 
the law and the servants of society for pro- 
tection, As killing is the fundamental idea 
of anarchy, bowever, why should he com- 
plain when his own doctrine is brought home 
to him? Least of all, why should he com- 
plain to those monsters who are specially 
singled 6ut for killing by the Arbeiter 
Bunds and ask them to protect him? Why 
should he fly in the face of ali that is dear 
and sacred to a member of an Arbeiter Bund 
and ask the law to enjoin that vacific organ- 
ization, which we are told is devoted to study 
and literature, from its intrinsic right to 
blow him up, or to threaten to do it, under its 
right of free speech and free assemblage 
If he were hoisted sky-high with his own 


petard would he not be a logical martyr to. 


his own principles, and would be not illus- 
trate beautifully the principles taught in 
Anarchistic Sunday-schools and advocated 
for years in his own Jreiheit? Let him take 
his medicine luke a man, therefore, and not 
run for protection to that capitalistic, ex- 
ploiting society which represents all that is 
hideous and Monstrous to the true Anarchist, 
and which from his point of view has no 
right to exist. If the members of the Ar- 
beiter Bund take his money and his life both 
they will not transcend the essential doctrines 
of anarchy, and under the right of freo 
speech and free assemblage,” as judicially 
defined, we do not see how the police can in- 
terfere until Herr Most has been sent sky- 
ward in small pieces. It may be some com- 
pensation for Herr Most to know that so- 
ciety will then take his murderers and 
send them to meet him. Of course he can- 
not traverse 80 utterly the principles of an- 
archy and recognize the law which anarchy 
wants to throttle to the extent of swearing 
the peace against his brethren. We do not 
see that there is anything left for Herr Most 
except to shut his eyes and take his medi- 
cine. 


AMERICAN MAIZE IN EUROPE 

The proposition to make a corn exhibit at 
Paris is ‘attracting much more attention in 
New York than in the West. This ought not 
to be so. The erection of a corn palace at 
Sioux City is alaudagle undertaking, but few 
people learn from it something they did not 
already know. It is simply an exponent of 
the pride or thankfulness which the people 
thereabouts feel over the fact that they are 
in the midst of an area of bountiful produc- 
tion of maize. But a suitable exhibit at a 
commanding place in Europe would have a 
different object, and might be followed by a 
far more practical result, which would alike

The people of the 
Unitea Kingdom and adjacent coun- 
tries have not learned to eat what on this 
side of the Atlantic is called “corn,” the

Probably they could make no better 
investment for their own benefit, while di- 
rectly offering to aia others, than by trying 
to reach the Engush people with practical 
exhibitions of methods of preparing corn for 
human consumption.

It is with no intention of advertising the 
tact that Mr. James L. Babcock of Ann 
Arbor must marry within a period of less 
than five years or lose half a million dollars 
or of adding to the burdens which are 
already accumulating upon him that THe 
TRIBUNE refers to his peculiar condition, but 
rather to illustrate the extraordinary quan- 
tity of feminine deyotion that can de ob- 
tained for the sum mentioned. Our readers 
are probably familiar with Mr. Babcock’s 
tale of wo.” His uncle, Luther James, a 
Michigan wool buyer, had abundantly feath- 
ered his own nest, but never married. Fear- 
ing his nephew, already 45 year» old, would 
follow his example and make the same mis- 
take he provided in his will that if he mar-

means business. A Boston girl spreads her 
“oulchah” over a dozen pages. A New 
York girl seeks to dazzle him with the 
charms of “sassjety’’ in the metropolis. Au 
Ohio girl displays ber knowledge of the 
details of housekeeping and of the mys- 
temes of the cuisine. A Chicago girl pict- 
ures the delights of life in this city, 
and eloquently telis him of the fun they 
might have with $500,000 in the great place 
of summer resort. A Southern girl assails 
him as Venus did Tannhäuser and says: 
Our climate is such that we never cool off 
and we are so loving.“ Some of the appli- 
cants are bold, and have even gone to Ann 
Arbor and literally tried to secure the prize 
vi et armis, while others have accidentally 
placed themselves in Mr. Babcock’s way and 
sought to entrap him. These last might pos- 
sibiy havé succeeded were it not that there 
is a dragon guarding the treasure in the 
shape of his mother, who knows all the ins 
and outs and the wily tricks of the dear 
creatures, and has thus been enabled to 
thwart them. 

The unmarried femininity of America has 
yet a four and a half years’ chance at that 
$500,000, and there is no reason to doubt its 
zeal will increase as tne time goes on. Mr.

THE NEW BANKING LAW. 

The Supreme Court has ligtened to the 
arguments pro and con on the new Banking 
law and has taken the matter. under advise- 
ment.

There are many reasons for hoping 
that the court will not delay so long, but will 
announce its decision before the close of the 
present month. There were but two points 
mvolved in the arguments. One was 
whether the limitation in the act makes it 
impossible to establish banks in places hav- 
ing @ population over 10,000. The other is 
whether the difference betwesn the liability 
of stockbolders as prescribed by the act and 
the liability fixed by the Constitution makes 
the act in part or whole unconstitutional. It

as to both before they leave Springfield. If 
the court holds that the act is void in whole

New York, Jan, 17.—[Special.|—-The walls 
of Delmonico’s big dising-room were 
graced tonight with the Stars and 
Stripes. The Nation’s colors were 
placea there as the most appro- 
priate decorations for the first annual bau- 
quet of the American Protective Tariff 
League. The beautiful banquet room was 
never more splendidiy adorned. Eight great 
tables besides the table of honor stretched 
across the room, on each of which, were 
bouquets of roses, smilax, and mignoa- 
ette. The table of honor, at which 
the principal guests of the even- 
me sat, was a paridise of roses, 
President Ammidown of the league looked 
at the diners over a mammoth basket of 
white and pink roses, entwined about which 
was a green wreath of smilax. Hanging 
from the wall behihd him was a magnificent 
biue silk bauner bearing the words “ Ameri- 
can Protective Tariff League, incorporated 
May, 1865.” In front of the banner was a 
shield of silver and gold, in each corner of 
which were the emblems of American in- 
dustry—the plow, the anvil, the loom, and 
the anchor. The banner was the gift of the 
ladies of the various States and Territories 
of the Nation to the league. 

E. H. Ammidown presided, and to the right 
and left of him were Rufus 8. Frost, Warner 
Milier, Congressmaa Morrow, John Jarrett, 
Congressman Butterworth, Gov. Hoyt, Gov. 
Tounsbury, J. W. Stewart, J. Harty Brewer, 
Col. E. F. Shepard, Col. Legrand Cannon, 
Col. J. F. Hanson, Gov. P. C. Cheney, and 
John H. Mitchell.

The North Side Cable Line.

A Catholic School Deciared Iue gal. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 17.—[Special,]—The paro- 
chial school question, which has been the source 
of much agitation in Eastern Massachusetts the 
last year, has entered upon a new phase at Hav- 
erhill. St. Joseph's School there, under the di- 
rection of the Rev. Father Oliver Boucher, has 
among its pupils nearly all the children of the 
French laborers of the city. As this includes no 
small part of the school population the Board of 
Instruction took a look at its methods and 
branches of study. They found that the instruc- 
tion was not in the English language, that the 
studies demanded by law were not taught, and 
that its efficiency was so inferior to that of the 
public schools as not to meet legal uire- 
ments. The board has accordingly declared that 
the school is illegal and ordered the truant offi- 
cers to prosecute such parents who insist on 
senaing children there. The decision causes a 
great stir among Catholics.

MISCELLANEOUS CAPITAL NEWS. 


Delegations of Wool Growers and Manu- 
facturers Before the Senate Com mittee. 
Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 17.—This morn- 

ing the Senate sub-committee im charge of 

the Tariff bill heard delegations of cat pet 
and woolen goods manufacturers and of 
wool growers, the formerof whom desired 
certain modifications in the wool sthedule 
tending to a reduction of some duties, while 
the wool growers wanted stili additional 
duties levied. Senator Sherman prevents 
and following amendment to the bill, which 
the manufacturers now have under considera- 
tion and will express their opinion upon be- 
fore the committee tomorrow: 

Amend Paragraph 344 to read as follows: 

844. The duty on wools of the first and thira 
classes which shall be imported washed shall 
be twice the amount of the duty to which they 
would be subjected if imported unwashed. The 
duty upon wools of the second class which shall 
be imported washed shall be five cents a pound 
in addition to the duty to which they would be 
subjected if imported unwashed. Washed wools 
are defined to be such as are washed in cold water 


on ine back of tne sheep. The duty on wools of 


all classes which shall be imported scoured shall 
be three times the duty to which they would be 
subjected if imported upwashed, All wools 
which, when imported, shall contain less than 12 
per centum of the weight thereof of yoke, grease, 
dirt, or other foreign substance of matter shall 
be classified as scoured wool and pay duty ac- 
cordingly. 

Before they left the room some of the man- 
ufacturers assérted that auch an amendment 
meant the practical destruction of their in- 
dustry, and that, as against it, they would 
work for free wool. ) 

GEN. SWAIM’S CASB. 

Judge Advocate General David G. Swaim, 
now under sentence of suspension from duty, 
today appeared before an Army Reuring 
Board at the War Department for examina- 
tion for retirement in obedience to an order 
by the Secretary of War. Gen. Swaim said 
in answer to an inquiry that he had request- 
ed the President to restore him to his former 
status, after which he would be willing to 
retire, but that he did not care to be examined 
before being pardoned. He thought that he 
was perfectiy healthy and not incapacitated 
for active duty. Urs. Baxter and Greenleaf 
made a physical examination and reported to 
the board that they had found evidence of a 
disease of tne kidneys, and requesting twen- 
ty-four hours to complete the examination. 
In their opinion the disease indicated would 
reuder him incapacitated for active duty. 

NICARAGUA AND COSTA RICA. 

A dispute having arisen between Nicar- 

ua and Costa Rica in relation to the status 
of the proposed Nicaraguan Canal, the Amer- 
ican Minister to Guatemala some time ago 
was instructed to use his good offices to 
bring an understanding between the two 
Governments.

TAXATION OF IMMIGRANTS. 

The majority of the Ford Committee on 
Contract Labor decided that a $5 tax shall be 
imposed upon immigrants. Chairman Ford 
proposed an additional section to the bill 
which has been prepared to give effect to the 
views of the committee, and contemplates 
the exclusion of aliens who do not intend to 
become citizeps. This met with some opposi- 
tion as likely to lead to unpleasant complica- 
tions with other nations which now admit 
citizens of the United States, and it was re- 
solved to present the proposition to the House 
as an independent movement.

TO SUE THE CITY OF CHICAGO. 


A Test Case to Be Made at Jolict on the 
Drainage Probiem. 

Jouret, II., Jan. 17.—[Special.]|-The de- 
cision of the Joliet City, Council to try and 
make à case in the courts against Chicago to 
prevent the further sending of sewage down 
the Desplaines Valley is still a matter of in- 
terest to people owning property along the 
river and who think their interests and 
property have been damaged by the sewage. 
The case which will probably be used in 
making this attack upon the City of Chicago 
is that of Robert Mann Woods vs. The City 
of Chicago. Woods is the editor of the 
Joliet Kepublic-Sun and owns a large brick 
building adjoining the river, dam, and bridge 
on Jefferson street. The water not only 
runs along the side of the building and 
breaks over the dam at that point, freeing a 
large amount of foul 
air, but there is also a raceway 
constructed beneath the building running 
diagonally through the southwest part of the 
building, from which the power is derived 
for running tue machinery in Sandiford’s 
foundry, Van Fleet's machine shop, and sev- 
erai other manufacturing industries located 
on the opposite side of the street. Woods, it 
is stated, Will claim $50,000 damages for the 
reason that offices which he had rented in his 
building to the Illinois Wire Fence Company, 

raft, Gross & Co., H. B. Scutt & Co., the 
Joliet Barb Wire Company, and others were 
rendered unfit for use because of the vile 
smeils which arose from the river and which 
caused his tenants to desert the building. 
Some of these firms had paid their reot for a 
year in advance, but permitted the rooms to 
remain idle rather than occupy them. Woods 
claims Chicago will be made to pay him the 
above sum as dama or be made to stop 
sending its sewage down the river.

GRAVE CHARGES MADE AGAINST A 
FORMER CITIZEN OF ILLINOIS, 


Hoe Fines the Editor of an Arizona News- 
paper for Criticising His Rulings, and 
Charges Are Preferred Against Him 
Senator Plumb Makes an Assertion in 
the Senate Which Shakes Up That Body 
—Developments In the Speakership Con- 


test. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Jan. 17.—[Special.]— 
An Illinois citizen on the Territorial bench is 
in trouble, Representative Steele of Indiana 
bas referred letters and affidavits received 
by him from Arizona to the House Commit- 
tee on Judiciary with a suggestion that if 
the charges made in them against Judge 
Barnes of Arizona be found upon investiga- 
tion to be true Judge Barnes should be im- 
peached. The charges made state that the 
Tombstone /’rospector, in its capacity of a 
newspaper, criticised certain rulings of 
Judge Barnes (after the rulings were made) 
upon certain official acts of the Board of 
County Supervisors, for which criticism 
Boggs, the proprietor of the paper, was sen- 
tenced by Barnes to pay $300 fine or to 300 
days’ imprisonment in the county jail. Boggs 
refused to pay the fine and went to jail, but 
the people of Tombstone, indignant at this 
arbitrary action of the court in the suppres- 
sion of free speech and alarmed on account 
of the rulings of the court, raised the amount 
of Boggs’ fine, some 200 citizens contributing, 
and had bim released, thus vindicating Boggs 
and condemning Barnes. 

According to one communication received 
by Representative Steele the actions of the 
county ring at Tombstone, and which actions 
are alleged to be upheld by the decisions of 
Judge Barnes, are notorious. They let con- 
tracts to themselves at almost double the 
bids made by outside parties, and such trans- 
actions are stated to be of frequent occur- 
rence. 

Judge William Barnes was appointed As- 
sociate Judge for the Territory of Arizona in 
1885 from Jacksonville. President Cleve- 
land nominated him at the urgent solicita- 
tion of Representative Springer, in whose 
district Barnes lived. Springer says that 
Barnes is an upright, judicious man, and he 
cannot believe the charges. He has always 
had the reputat:on of being an honest law- 

er in Illinois, and the only excuse Mr. 
Bas could find for his mistake, if he 
made one in punishing the editor, was an 
error of judgment. 

THE NEW APPRAISER’S WAREHOUSB. 

The plans and specifications for the new 
Appraiser’s warehouse were sent to Chicago 
this afternoon for the inspection of those 
who will bid for erecting the building. The 
bids must be all in by Feb. 12, when they wiil 
be opened in the office of the Supervising 
Architect. The building is to be 65 feet wide 
by 85 feet in length on the ground, and will 
reach to a hight of 108 feet above the grade 
line. It will have seven stories and an attic 
exclusive of the basement. The lot outside 
unoccupied by the building, about 28 feet 
wide on arrison street and 385 feet 
wide on Sherman. street, will be 
excavated and vaulted .over for a 
large storage room, about 6,500 square feet of 
floor space. The main entrance will be on 
Harrison street. The first and second floors 
will be used as offices for the various exam- 
iners and for storage rooms. The third floor 
will be a large storage room 60x65 feet. The 
fourth, fifth, sixth, and seventh floors will be 
divided into nine offices, each 1 9 enon 
sions of about 16x24 feet. The building 
when finished will be fire-proof throughou 
and the foundation will be on the isola 
pier system with iron beams imbedded in con- 
crete. The inside of the stair hall, from bo 
tom to top, will be lined with glazed brick, 
while the remainder of the walls will be 
plastered. The exterior of the building will 
be brown stone for the first story, and brick, 
terra cotta, and brown stone for the upper 
stories, The enormous weight that the 
‘various parts of the building will be expected 
to carry have been amply provided for in the 
plans, and in the architectural form of the 
exterior it has been aimed to express the idea 
of practical utility and enormous taco. to- 
gether with the permanent and weather- 
wearing qualities. 

HOME RULE FOR THE TERRITORIES. 

“IT wish the newspapers would republish 
that plank in the platform about home rule 
in the Territories,” said a leading Congress- 
man today. “It is good reading just new 
and might save many persons trouble in 
picking out an office for themselves which 
they will be sure not to get. I'm sending 
marked copies to constituents of mine who 
forward applications for places in the Terri- 
tories. It used to be that a Territorial posi- 
tion fitted quite handily many individuals 
who had claims on the party. en when a 
likely 4 fellow wanted to go out West 
and settle it was a good starter for him to 
have some sort of a place in the Territories. 
Now, I am not in Gen. Harrison’s confidence, 
but [ll venture the opinion that the 
new Administration will change ali this. 
You know how — unpopular Cleve- 
land became by the reckless way in which 
he violated his home rule pledges. Well, 
when the Republican Convention met in 
Chicago the Territorial delegates got together 
and drew up the plank denouncing Grover 
and pledging the Republican candidate to do 
better.

CONTRACTOR GOBEL’S LOST JOB. 

Rumors have been afloat for two or three 
days that Contractor Gobel of Chicago would 
ask the Senate committee to find out what it 
could about nis losi the contract for the 
Brookiyn public building. The reason given 
at the Treasury Department was that he 
failed to fulfill the conditions of the con- 
tract, and the published correspondence 
seemed to show that he was ready to throw 
it up. The Secretary was criticised not so 
much for his action toward Gobel as for his 
course in letting a crowd of Brooklyn poli- 
ticians have the job at an advance of $200,000 
without readvertising. Senator Spooner of 
the committee which is investigating the 
Supervising Architect’s office said this aft- 
ernoon that no request for an inves tion 
had so far been received from Mr. Gobel or 
his friends. It is likely, however, that Mr. 
Gobel will be summoned before the commit- 
tee whether he wants to testify or not.

THE DAY’S NEWS IN MILWAUKEE. 


A Man Supposed to Have Killed Himself 
Taras Up—Who Was the Suicide? 

Mitwavkez, Wis., Jan. 17.—[Special.]— 
The skeleton of a man who had committed 
suicide by hanging was found in the woods 
in the Town of Oak Creek last July, and a
